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Check Those Internal Batteries in Radios, Meters, etc.

It’s a plain and simple fact of life: batteries leak, cause corrosion, and way-too-often render electronics useless. 
Numerous pieces of equipment have internal batteries that are often forgotten: DMMs (measuring resistance), 
radios (memory back-up), remote controls, etc. 


DMMs, VOMs, and other pieces of test equipment have internal batteries, either conventional or Nickel- 
Cadmium cells, in various sizes: AA, AAA, C, or D. Many radios from the 1980s and beyond have Lithium 
batteries to retain memory when not in use. 


As time passes, battery voltage drops off, whether in use or not. And so begins the process of corrosion. The 
corrosive chemicals that leak out of the battery cause the contacts of the battery holder to disintegrate. As 
more time passes, the chemicals leach into the associated wiring, and eventually onto the circuit boards, often 
causing irreparable damage. 


The solution is simple: check and replace these internal batteries regularly. Equipment that contain non-Lithium 
batteries should be serviced every year, or two maximum. Lithium batteries should be replaced every five years. 


A simple reminder of when batteries were installed would be to write the date on a piece of masking tape on 


the back of the equipment. Its easy enough to take a quick look whenever the equipment is used. Alternatively, 
replace standard cells on odd or even years, and Lithium cells on ‘00’ and ‘05’ years.
